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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Schoolboard  of  Newington  : 

I  herew'th  submit  to  you  my  seventh  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools. 

The  financial  benefits  of  state  aid  have  come  to  Xewing- 
ton  with  increasing-  force  during-  the  past  three  years.  In 
the  report  of  last  year  I  said  that  $479.99  had  been  paid  the 
school  district  in  December,  1934  and  a  like  sum  in  Decem- 
ber, 1935  "with  a  possibility  of  a  slightly  additional  ad- 
vance check  in  the  spring."  This  additional  check  amount- 
ing to  $147.73  was  received  by  the  school  board  in  June. 
Thus  the  total  for  that  year  was  raised  to  $627.72.  The 
amount  of  aid  for  December,  1936  originally  called  for 
$543.09  as  stated  last  year.  This  has  already  been  uicreased 
by  twenty  dollars  and  has  been  so  received  by  your  board. 
Thus.  I  believe,  economy  has  been  devoted  and  achieved. 
Another  way  of  showing  the  effect  of  this  aid  may  be  as 
follows :  In  recent  years  up  to  and  including  the  school  year 
1933  and  1934,  the  amount  of  money  for  the  support  of 
schools  not  derived  from  the  school  tax  was  between  $114 
and  $140  yearly.  The  next  two  years  the  amounts  were 
$617.52  and  $770.75. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  schools  last  March 
is  about  $900  below^  the  lowest  in  recent  years.  This  is,  of 
course,  due  to  the  first  receipt  of  State  Aid  for  the  then 
current  year.     This  cannot  be  expected  to  occur  again. 

Are  Newington  schools  being  operated  economically? 
Tables  of  costs  for  the  past  year,  as  given  out  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  place  the  average  per  pupil  cost  in 
New  iHampshire  as  $77.93.  The  same  tables  place  the  New- 
ington per  pupil  costs  at  $75.03.  vSince  there  were  sixty- 
seven  pupils  in  our  schools  the  per  pupil  allot- 
ment of  State  aid  was  S9.37.  Thus  while  the  average  per 
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pupil  cost  was  $2.90  be'.ow  the  New  Hampshire  average, 
the  c  )st  to  the  i:)eople  of  Newington  \\as  actually  $12.27 
below  this  average. 

For  the  past  few  years  Newington  has  been  faced  with 
the  i)r(blein  of  a  crowded  primary  room.  This  year  we 
asked  the  teacher  to  give  standard  instruction  to  each  of 
forty-one  pupils  in  four  dififerent  grades.  With  one  grade 
in  the  room  th's  might  l^e  possible  but  with  four  grades  we 
were  faced  with  two  alternatives.  We  might  continue  un- 
der this  handicap  with  the  result  of  a  continually  increas- 
ing number  of  failing  pupils  and  increasingly  poor  prepar- 
ation for  later  grades.  S  nee  each  year's  work  that  is  failed 
necessitates  the  ])upil  staying  in  school  that  much  longer,, 
failures  are  expensive.  The  other  alternative  was  the  em- 
ploying of  a  ]^art-time  teacher  to  take  charge  of  that  part 
of  the  work  which  re(|uires  more  personal  supervision  and 
individual  attent'on.  Mrs.  Gaudreau  is  doing  just  this.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  the  extra  expense  to  the  district  will  re- 
sult in  a  considerable  lessening  of  failures  and  therefore 
obviate  increased  expense  in  the  future.  I  feel  certain  that 
.^tate  Aid  w'll  keej)  the  expense  this  year  within  the  budget 
voted  l)v  the  ])eo])le  last  March. 

This  year,  we  are  devoting  special  attention  to  the  teach- 
ing of  Spelling.  Two  definite  steps  have  been  taken  toward 
increased  efficienc\-  in  this  skill.  Samples  of  seventeen  dif- 
ferent and  modern  spelling  texts  were  obtained  and  sub- 
m'tted  to  the  teachers  of  this  Supervisory  Union  for  their 
comments  and  criticisms.  It  was  the  opinion  of  a  large 
majority  that  for  interest,  teachability,  and  skillful  applica- 
tion of  the  words  studied,  the  Modern  Life  Spellers  were 
the  best.  I  am  therefore  recommending  these  texts  in  the 
Newington  schools.  Another  approach  to  the  same  prob- 
lem is  to  be  made  in  that  all  papers  written  by  pupils  in 
any  sid^ject  must  be  correct  as  to  spelling  before  credit  for 
the  work  will  be  given. 

Our  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Sheehy.  has  won  the  confidence 
of   the    school    people    of    Newington.       Her  services  have 
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helped  to  keep  our  atteiuianee  record  in  l)elter  condition. 
\V'hene,ver  needed,  she  has  given  unhesitatingly  of  her  own 
time  and  expense  for  the  welfare  of  the  children.  Her  item- 
ized report  follows  and  deserves  careful  reading. 

Xewington  very  much  needs  pla}  ground  equipment.  Such 
ecjuipment  may  be  as  expensive  or  as  inexpensive  as  need 
he.  The  problems  arising  from  une(|uii)ped  grounds  are 
man\-  and  occasionalK-  serious.  The  returns  in  school  mor- 
ale w(juld  be  great.  A  slide  would  furnish  amusement  for 
a  considerable  number  of  pupils.  Swings  are  inexpensive 
even  when  they  are  put  out  by  commercial  companies. 
Sometimes  second-hand  equipment  can  be  purchased.  This 
matter  would  furnish  a  project  for  some  of  the  organiza- 
tions in  town  which  are  interested  in  local  conditions.  Let 
me  commend  this  matter  to  vour  earnest  consideration. 

I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  of  kindly  ad- 
vice and  help  received  from  you  as  a  Board.

Board. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  the  School  Board  in  September,  to 
retain  two  of  our  teachers,  Mrs.  Marion  Kenison  and  Miss 
Margaret  Pickering.  It  was  with  regret,  however,  that  we 
accepted  the  resignation  of  our  Musical  Supervisor.  Mrs. 
Mary  Poore. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  most  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  the  children's  beloved  music  teacher,  for  her  con- 
scientious work  in  the  past.  The  pupils  and  friends  of  Mrs. 
l^oore  A\ill  always  have  a  warm  feeling  in  their  hearts  for 
her. 

We  wish  to  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  ncA^-  addi- 
tion to  our  teaching  staff.  Mr.  George  Wilson  of  Dover,  N. 
H.,  who  succeeds  Mrs.  Poore  and  is  very  competent  in  his 
Avork. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Airs.  Dorothy  Lindsay,  our  dis- 
trict nurse,  we  were  indeed  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.

Due  to  the  extra  number  of  pupils  in  the  primary  room 
there  were  several  children  whose  work  was  not  satisfac- 
tory. With  Mrs.  Gaudreau's  assistance  these  pupils  are  be- 
ing- helped  to  a  normal  average  in  their  work.
